Tho Circular now published in tho Vic- 
toria newspapora by Mr. D. Oppeiiliei- 
nier, with certificuti's from Mr. Uriah 
Nelhon and two o+bora (his intemied 
steamboat associates iu a proii ctod oppo- 
sition on Eraser lliver) is calculated to 
mislead parties not acquninied with all 
tbe faotg, and lam, thert'f<jie, induci-d to 
ofifor tho following further explanation to 
those whom it may interest. 

Having in my previous Circular stated 
that I had bcon " aj/prcarhed " by Mr.

Tlierofore, 
the logical seq nonce is, when can the 
work be es'-cuted at tho least possible 
cost and with the greatest i)OK8iblo lesults? 
Wo say, no time like the present. Tho 
only objection to oommenemg it inime- 
diiitely IS a deficit in the revenue (arising, 
doubt lo-s from the present commoroial 
depiesj^iou) wbioh obji'Oiion i.-j no longer 
tenable when the people gnaranloe to 
meet tho ccst. Tho productiTa soil pro- 
ticteii. from tho Hoods, they would bo 
qualified within a comparatively short 
time to satit-fy that important obli<;atiou. 
I'hey bavo no timber to remove. Nature 
in its irreaiatiblo oporationa has relieved 
them of that much physical exertion, 
which is au important feature. To this 
Ijoiut I boiicvo 'h"t I b'lve the entire 
adhehion of all thoso who are ong:igoil 
clearing the heavy timbered lands of this 
country. They will simply havo to cast 
their sued into tho ground and receive a 
harvest which will not be outdone on this 
continent. All tbat ia reqnired, then, 
for immediate action ir, I he Governmental 
signatures to obtain tho loan. This will 
nut bo withhold, for surely a Legislature 
whose proude.'t hoast is Ihe security of its 
people will not eland still as idle specia- 
torH and see an industrious people auiler 
from an annual devaatatiou of their pro- 
puity, but will speak eloquently and 
aet. Dromptly in the matter. If it is de- 
ferred until operations uro commenced on 
the proj'ctod Pacifio roa ! its cost of con- 
struction will be matoriiilly enhanced, us 
all the liibor that can ba commanded 
will bo absorbed on that rond. What 
will follow its coniplctiotr? It results are 
obvious. There will be an immediate in- 
ilnx of lopulalion. Instead of Snmaas 
being a sparsely settled district it will be- 
come n densely populated jind an import- 
ant community. Its twenty tlmusand 
acres of avuilahlo land will be producing 
ubundnutly tho.so grsius which are now 
brought from tho cereal fields of the 
sontli. I am sure that tbat ttate of things 
would be gratifying to the »elf complac 
eiiey of persons interet-ted iu the ))Voj- 
pel i'y of their country. It is politic lo 
develop our own resoureos iu order that 
we niiiy compete with foreigners iu our 
own uinrketu. The qucslion now is, will 
the Suinash dyked, lesson the amount of 
arrain coiniiiji Irom abroad? It will. 'Jhon 
it is dourly li'gieal to say that the longer 
it remains undykud tt o greater wid bo the 
toss to the eouutry . 'ilu refore it i.s proper 
io a^sorl that this the very year to oom- 
meuce the woik, 

1 lie i)t-c)])le hero are not agitated as tkat 
cour.igoous (lor surely a man writing on 
■siuh an iuiporiaut q-^estion as this, and 
seeking tho cover of the aoonymons is, 
indeed, bold), though not cunning "Fox" 
would have you believe; but tlieyaiepio- 
fijunilly inti rt-st' d in their futiiro cafety. 
Tliey are not luixioii.s to sea such another 
^isita■ion u.s that <,! h.st year. Forbid 
that tto may again bo at tho mercy of the 
lusliing wa'ors of the Fraser. 

Wa w-ro gratified to see that His 
Excellency was pleoned to mention this 
qU'Stiou in the spoech from the Throne, 
i hopH that it may not rest as an an- 
nonncrment frum the Tiuono, but that it 
will l)e acted upon with iironiutituiio by 
the Leg'shit ure and thereby Have the de- 
.-truetion of valuable property. One gen- 
tleuiiin told me tiiat his lo-s last year was 
HiilKcient to pay ten dollars per acre for 
liin farm. I have every confidence in the 
progressive stability of our in.stihition.s 
and tho jKUriotic view of an enlightened 
D. W. MMJ.IS.

Smith) tiiought he would adopt it. 

Uou. Mr. Elliott t^aid that ho had i>tat- 
od in introducing tbis bill that there 
might bo komo part.t in it wbieh were too 
id. lb 'rate for this i-ountry, but th.it he 
looked to the House to aiuoiul it. It »as 
absurd 10 aiipposa that suuLi a bill could 
Ije introduced witliout Some ox|ien80 ti 
the Governiuont; this bill was to protect 
life aud property; it was true that hither- 
to Nauaimu had bf en particuUrly free 
from aco. dents, j«t for all this liu thou:{ht 
It better to lock ti e door before tin s'eeu 
was 8 olon and not wait till aecuL nts had 
happened before wo attempt to pi event 
them; tho board are not to be paid by tho 
Government. 

Mr. Gordua undemtood tbis Act to 
work as follows: That a ccrtiflioated man- 
ager should boappoiutod who should be 
resj onsihlo for tho working of the mine; 
turtt the in>ipecior wouhl have to visit tiie 
mine every two or three months and re 
port to the b.>ard of directors, and that 
they will make rules suitable for each 
mine. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott naid that the inspector
